WasuincTor, June 26,—The effect of yester. 
day’s executive order in regard to the internal 
revenue service is to reduce the total number 
of collection districts from 126 to 80, a reduc. 
tion of 46 instead of 44, as was erroneously 


announced at the treasury department yester- 
day. The following statement shows the 
number of districts reduced in each state and 
territory affected by the executive order:

PAUPER INMIGRATION, a 

Atthe cabinet meeung to-day, the princi- 
pal question it considered was in relation to 
the alleged shipment of pauper immigrants 
tothis country from Ireland. by te British 
authorities. The result of the deliberrtions 
on this subject was shown in the subse- 
quent action of the secretary of the treasury, 
who telegraphed instuctiens to the collectors 
of customs at New York to co-operate with 
the commissioners of immigration at that 

rt to prevent the landing of immigrants 
ound to be paupers within the meaning of 
the law. In the event that such pauper im- 
migrants may have already landed, as is re- 
ported to be the case with a large number 
shipped on the steamship ‘‘Furnesia,”’ the 
collector is instructed to take all practicable 
measures to have them reshipped to the ports 
from whence they came. 


THE HILL INV&STIGATION. 


The Evidences of Fraud in Al Dcpartments Made 
Piain. 

Wasurnoton, June 26. —In the Hill investi- 
gation to-day, Secre ary Folger testified that 
Hill bad not shown him any papers in refer- 
ence to the offer to bribe the Manly & 
Cooper company to with’raw their bids, but 
bed verbally iniormed him of the fact, with- 
out naming the amount ‘offered as a bribe, 
butat that time the contract had not been 
awarded and no investigation was deemed 
necessary, as Manly & Cooper had not witb- 
drawn their bid. The prosecuting #vunsel 
then said that owing to the failure of cooper- 
ation on the part of the treasury officers, 
they had not been able to prepare their case 
in reference tothe Bartlett & Robbins con 
tracts on the New York customhouse. They 
then read as specifications, under the general 
charge of fraud and corruption, thatjHill, as 
supervising architect of the treasury in March, 
1877, promised and agreed with James M. 
Wilbur, then having a claim ageinst the gov- 
ernment to theamount of $40,000, fur furnish- 
ing -iliaminated tileing for the New York 
postofiice,to pay the ciaim if he (Wilbur) 
would allow him (Hil!) 10 per cent of said 
claim. Wilbur was about to take the stand, 
when Hili’s counsel asked, and was permitted 
to putin the answers of Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co..and of Hill to the charges preferred in 


that case. 
BRINGING IN MULLETT. . 

The apswers were then read. Hill’s state- 
ment shows that this contract was made with 
A. B. Muliett, as supervising architect, and 
almost who'ly executed while Mullett and 
his successor, Potter, were in office, and that 
alithe work under it was done upon orders 
of Mullett, Potter or General Stinemetz, who 
is one of the experts testifying against Hiil in 
the present investigation. Hill then analyzes 
the exhibit of the prosecution in connection 
with the Bartletts Robbins contract, and says 
thata comparison of this exhibit with the 
accounts of the disbursing officer shows that 
the items amounting to $43,170 in the exhib- 
it are duplications of the items appearing 
elsewhere, or were not paid at all, and de- 
ducting these amounts from the exhibit, the 
remainder is correct, the amount paid under 
contract. Hiil charges that these duplications 
and errors are due to the malice or ignorance 
ofthe parties making up the exhibit. He 
conciuded with a denial of any corrupt act, 
or intent in connection with these contracts. 
Bartiett and Robbins’s answer corroberates 
Hili’s, makes like disc.aimer of any wrongful 
aclior intent, and says thatJ. M. Wilvur, 
who makes the charges against Hill, was a 
subcontractor under themselves, and nis 
clvim is now in litigation inthe Baltimore 
court.

TERRITORY SUBMERGED. 

Advices from Chester, Randolph county, 
[ilinois, say that St. Mary’s levee, opposite 
that peint, on the Missouri, broke on Sunday 
night and the St. Mary's bottom, a large 
wheat raising region, is nearly flooded. 
Twenty thousand acres of wheat are under 
water. This bottom alone, from Chester to 
Grand Tower southward on the Lilinois side,a 
distance of twenty-five miles,with an average 
width of ten miles and embracing an area of 
two hundred and fifty miles, nearly allis sub- 
merged and the crops are desiroyed, entailing 
great loss, and north of Cltester.nearly all the 
way upto St. Louis, the bottom is said to be 
inundated,except here and there a high ridge 
is out of water. Thousands vf families are 
either living in flooded houses’ or 
have fled tothe bluffs for safety, and the 
loss to the crops and to general farm property 
is almost incalculable. The American bot- 
tom extends from Alton to Cairo, something 
over 200 miles, a large part of which is pretty 
thickly settled, All this great tract is subject 
to overflow in freshets like the present. The 
town of >t. Marys, on the Missouri side of the 
river, is partly submerged, and Kaskaskia, on 
the Illinois side is to be abandoned, the peo- 
ple there having sent to Chester for a steam- 
boat to carry them away, A levee three 
milesabove Cape Girardeau, Mo., about fifty 
miles above Cairo, and another at Price’s 
Landing, twenty-five miles down the river, 
broke on Sunday night, and a large volume 
of water rushed over the bottom. Other 
points on both sides of the river below here, 
particularly on the Illinois side, are about in 
the same condition as above described, and it 
may be said that pretty much all the bottom 
land between here and Cairo has more or less 
water on it. 

THE RIVER FALLING. 

The river is failing siowly in east St. Louis, 
on the river side of the Chicago and Alton 
track, butis still rising out on the bottoms, 
east of thatembankment. The fall 1s small, 
but sufficient to create a strong hopeful feel- 
ing that the worst is past. There is hardly a 
doubt that the aggregate loss in the bottom 
between Alton and Cairo, will run into mil- 
lions, and this is not haif the story, for near- 
ly as much bottom lands skirts the river on 
the Missouri side, most of which has been 
overiluwed, and hundreds of thousands of 
acres along the Missouri river and its tr: buta- 
ries between here and Kansas City, now lie 
under water, and the crops thereon are de- 
stroyed. ) 

THE WASTE IN NEBRASKA. 

Lincotn, Neb., June 26.—A great rain fell 
on Friday night in the Nemeha vailey and 
the streams already bank full, spread all over 
the country, destroying crops, washing away 
bridges. roads and houses. Thousands of hogs 
and hundreds of cattle were druwned. The 
money losses will aggregate envrmously. 

ON THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. 

Artcuison, Kan, June 26 —The Omaha ex- 
tension of the Missouri Pacific isrunning only 
to Hiawatha. The Acchisun and Nebraska 
road nas not sent out regular trains for ten 
days, They are notlikely to run for two 
weeks to come. The St. Joe and Western 
was almostentirely destroyed for sixty or sev- 
enty miles, hardly a singie biidge or embank- 
ment being left. It is duubtful if it will be 
in running order for twoweeks. Good judges 
estimate the damage to all roads centering at 
this city at haif a million dollars.

The substance of their 
remarks was, that they were glad to get back 
to the agency, be under the protection of Gen- 
eral Crook. settle Cown and be ,00d Indians. 


The tone of the speeches of the captive chiefs 


showed that they realize the hvstility of the 
agency Indians, whose silence at the meeting 
was significant.

‘That was the custom, for this society to 
aid all feeble churches in the west?” 

‘‘All feeble churches would receive @ por- 
tion of their salary in this way. The society 
was erganized for that purpose. I do not be- 
lieve there were in my synod ten ministers 
that were not more or less assisted by that so- 
ciety, and now all through the west it is the 
same thing to-day away to the Pacific ocean.” 

“The knot of recognized abolitionists in 
those days was so very small—Mr. Tappar.,

1 declared to 
them that if they continued te attend, or any 
of them wished to attend, my church on the 
supposition that I was dats y Sep silent or pra- 
dentially dum), l wished to remove that im- 
pression at once,for I intended to be positive, 
active and energetic on all those subjects, In 
1847-48-49 1 bad become well known. My 
antisiavery sentiments began to be well 
known in New York, Upon the establish- 
ment of the Independent I was invited by 
Mr. Bowen to furnish ‘star papers’ for the 
paper, and in those I avowed such anti-sla- 
very sentiments as made it a little uncertain 
wbetber the three adjunct editors of the pa- 

er—Dr. Leonard Bacon, Dr. Richard 8. 
Storrs and Dr. Joseph Thompson,.of the 
Broadway tabernacle—could sustain me. It 
was a time of very greatcauton and prudence 
but J stuck right at it. 

A BIT OF®HISTORY. 

“Tn 1850, when the controversy came up 
about Clay's omnibus bill, including the fu- 
gitive slave laws, I was thoroughly roused, and 
in the pulpitand with my pen I attacked with 
the utmost earnestness.the infamous fugitive 
clave bill. It wasthen that I wrote that ar- 
ticle, ‘Shall We Compromise?’ If any one 
will compare that article with Mr. Seward’s 
subsequent speech he will find that it was re- 
ducing to a mere minimum the article on 
‘Shall We Compromise?’ This article wasread 
to John C. Calhoun of. his sick bed by his 
clerk, and be raised himself up and said, 
‘Read that article again.’ The article was 


read. ‘The man who says that is right, 
Slavery has got to go to the 
wall. There is 5 no alternative. It is 


liberty or slavery.’ And, then, when Webster 
made his fatal apostacy on the 7th of March, 
1850, | joined with all northern men of any 
freedom loving spirit in denouncing it and in 
denouncing him. Forthwith, after a paraly- 
sis of a few weeks, his friends determined to 
save him by getting all the old clergymen— 
such men as Dr. Spring, Dr. Lord, of Dart- 
mouth, and the Andover professors. The ef- 
fort was togetevery great andinfinential man 
in the north to stand up for Webster, and 
then it was that I flamed. They failed 
utterly. Professor Woolsey, of New Haven; 
Dr. Bacon, president of the Williamstown 
college in Massachusetts, and various other 
most influential men absolutely refused to 
sustain Webster.” 
THE FAMOUS BLACK LIST. 

“Whbat was the black list of those days?” . 

“It was about this time, 1850, that the 
black ‘list was made in that Castle Garden 
Union Safety committee, and connected with 
that was a black list that was gotten up of all 
the merchants that were anti-slavery. It was 
to be sefit all over the south to destroy their 
custom. Mr. Bowen was, of course, included 
in that black list and threatened with the loss 
of all bis southern custom. He came to me 
and asked,me if | would not write a card for 
him, and | undertook to do it, but my head 
not running very clear, the only thing I got 
atafter making three or four different at- 
tempts was, ‘My goods are for sale, butnot my 
principies,’ but 1 could not lick it into shape, 
and | gave the paper to him and said, ‘You 
must fix it to suit yourself.’ He took it to 


Hiram Barney, and he drew up the 
card in the shape in which it ap- 
peared, including that sentence which 


was the snap of the whole thing. About that 
time came on the Edmeson sisters. Going 
home one day, I saw an old poate sitting on 
tiy Outside stone steps. I asked him what he 
wanted. He said he wanted to see Mr. 
I] asked him into the house, and 
then be told me that histwo daughters had 
been sold tothe slave pen to be carried to 
New Orleans. They were very beautiful girls, 
and their destiny was very apparent. He had 
gone all around among the Method.sts, I 
think, to whom he belonged, and he got sym- 
pathy, but no succor, and he called to see if I 
could not do something for him, A meeting 
was called in the Broadway tabernacle. 1 
agreed to be there and make aspeech. I think 
that of al] the meetings that I have attended 
in my life, fora panic of sympathy, [ never 
saw one that surpassed that. I have seen a 
greatmanyinmyday. An amount of money 
was subscribed ard they were bought and set 
free. The motber was a very old womai. 
She bad been a nurse of that great Richmond 
lawyer whose name has died out of my mem- 
ory. Heowed his conversion to her. He was 
famous in the days of Webster 

“* This takes down to 1863. Then came the 
bolt of the elder Van Buren‘and the Buflalo 
meeting and platform,which was anti-slavery, 
and that was realiy the originating cause of 
the republican party. The materials were be- 
ginning to coalesce which coustituted the re- 
publican movement, and in 1856 Fremont 
was nominated as against Buchanan. Well, 
of course, we fell allaflame. My church vo- 
ted me all the time that I thought to be re- 
quirea to gointo the community and speak 
aud canvass the state of New York. I went 
into that canvass, spoke twice and three times, 
sometimes a week, having the whole day to 
myseif; that is, making ail the speeches that 
were made. I was sent principally to what we 
called the silver gray districts or counties— 
the oldtime whigs that were attempting to 
run a candidate between Fremont and 
Buchanan. I generally made a three hours’ 
speech a day in the open air to audiences of 
from eight to ten thousand people. I felt at 
that time that it was very likely that I should 
sacrifice my l'fe, or my voice at any rate, but 
I was willing to lay down either or both of 
them ior that cause.” : 

SEWARD AND GREELEY. 

“Whom do you regard as being in those 
day» the most influential leaders of public 
Sentiment, leading the abolitionists on the 
one hand and the better grade of whigs on 
the other, toward the point of focus as repub- 
licans?’’ 

“Well, I think Seward, on the whole. 
Greeley was off and on. Horace Greeley was 
one of the ablest advocates in public affairs. 
When wise counsel had laid down a good 
line, a good platform, and Mr. Greeley 
mounted i in -defense, there was no man 60 
able as he: but when the work was not the 
defense of an agreed upon platform, but the 
formation of it, he wasavery uuwise and 
uncertain counsellor. do not kuow wheth- 
eritis worth my while to tell the history of 
One thing that occurred about the time of the 
War, Tiere was au assembly ina botelin 
New York. There were tifty southern officers 
in our army convened in ahotei in New York 
after secession was in full swing, to discuss: 
What their duties as officers shonid be, aod 
the point was this: Uf the svuth is to be or- 
gan zed inty another government itis perfec: ly 
honorable for usto change our allegiance 
fromthe government of the north to the 
£overoiment of the south; but if that is not to 
be a cepted or tolerated, then we are bound 
by our oath of allegiance te this government, 
Which bas educated us, not to go over to the 
sthern army. On this morning appeared 
in the Tribune that wonderful dec aration, 
“Let the south go,” by Greeley. These gen- 
Lemen said: * Ail the south are agreed that 
there is to be this new yovernment. The 
democratic party of the north, we know, as- 


tenisto it,and the only qgueston remain: 
mg he, What are the anti-slavery 
men going to do?’ and on that

He wasas devoid of personal am- 
bition and selfishness as any man of whom 
we have a record in our history. He was a 
man who wanted to do that which was right 
and best for this whole nation, south and 
north, and was willing to go as near the edge 
of doubtful expediency as a man could go 
and not go over the precipice; but he saved 
himself.’* — 

‘Whatever its effect upon the country, 
don’t ygm think that his death and its man- 
ner onl: the time was a great thing for him 
in bistor’y ?’’ 

“Yes, sir. I think that his coffin was more 
than the presidential chair. It certainly gave 
to the whole of his career the influence ofa 
kind of political saintship ”’ 

LINCOLN’S CONCILIATORY POLICY. 

“Do you believe that be would have car- 
ried out a difterent policy from that of John- 
son ?’’ 

“I know that at the time that things were 
drawing to a consummation he had in an 
inchoate form the very policy that Johnson 
undertook to carry out under a change of 
circuffstances, I know it, because the Cleve- 
land letter that I wrote was the result 
of conferences with Governor Andrew and 
President Lincoln, just preceding Lincoln’s 
death, as to what were to be the next coming 
steps after the breaking down of the rebellion; 
and at that time, under the circumstances, it 
seemed to me that they had on the whole 
very wise views. It may be said almost ina 
sentence what their policy was. It was to say 
to the leading public men of the south: Gen- 
tlemen, you took your section outof the 
union; you must bring it back. We hold 
you responsible. We will give you ail the 
power necessary to do it. Siavery is gone, 
and as yuu went out with these men who 
have been defeated, now you must come back 
and we will trust you.”’

Inpications for the south Atlantic states 
light rains, partly cloudy weather, light 
variable winds, stationary or slight rise in 
temperature and barometer. 


Virerisia has spent another day in travail. 
The war-like editors have been skipping over 
the state like lambs, but the fight has not yet 
taken place. 


Mr. PARNELL, addressing an Irish audience, 
says that it is the intention of his party to 
agitate amendments to the land act untila 
uniform reduction of 50 per cent in rents 
shall result to the tenants. 


A Bartow county iarm brought forty dol- 
lars an acre in a recent sale, the entire price 
amounting totwenty thousand dollars. It is 
a good sign when a Georgia farm can bring 
such a good price, and when there are men 
ready to put so much money in the ground. 


Bercuer’s life is an interesting chapter of 
American history. Itisone over which peo- 
pie of different views will have many warm 
discussions, still he has filled a prominent 
place in his day, and will rank as one of the 
greatest Americans. His talk through the 
Herald is interesting enough to read. 


Crook is having a hard time with his In- 
dians. The government was anxious that he 
should capture the daring marauders, and 
now that he has them, tiey are found to bea 
meddiesome charge. Secretary Teller, repre- 
senting the sutlers and traders of the frontier, 
leans to a policy which would eventuate in 
renewed hostilities. General Crook, mean- 
while, has to keep the captives pacified until 
their disposition is decided upon. 


TECHNICAL TRA:NING :N GEORGIA. 
We regret that the legislative committee 
which hasin charge the subject of technical 
training.did not make a wider circuit in their 
investigation of the higher industrial schools. 
Not that the country has anything better to 
show than the school of technology in Boston 
and the Worcester free ins:itute which the 
committee visited and appreciated so justly. 
But excellence is relative as well as absolute, 
and we believe that the kind of excellence 
needed inatechnical school for Georgia, is 
its fitness to the present need of the youth of 
Georgia. Of the native capacity of these 
youths to master any art orscience they 
might undertake, we do not doubt; but in 
shaping a school to fit their present condition 
we submitthat something farsimpler and 
cheaper than the richly endowed and high- 
ly developed polytechnic institute is needed. 
Bright as our mountgin-bred boys are in this 
Switzerland of the south, their inborn and 
inbred gifts are agricultural and not mechani- 
cal. Massachusetts, with several generations 
of manufacturing behind her anda long ex- 
perience of public-school training, has raised 
a race of people that begin to whittle ana 
make engines as soon as they get into short 
clothes. Our newly adopted manufacturing 
role must have time to turn out natural born 
artisans. Admirable as the institutions visi- 
ted and commended by the committee un- 
doubtedly are in their locality, we cannot 
help questioning their present adaptedness to 
the needs of Georgia. It is like buying a hat 
fer the baby to furnish our infant industries 
with a polytechnic school. The manual 
training school of Washington university, in 
St. Louis, seems to us nearer our immediate 
needs. In this school pupils not less 
than fourteen years of age are received 
and the course continues three _ years. 
It is really a high school in applied science, 
more elementary than the Worcester free in- 
stitute, and receiving pupils two years 
younger. It combines instruction and prac 
tice in the use of tool with mathematics, 
drawing and the English branches of a high 
school course. For such a school as this Geor- 
gia has in all her larger cities many suitable 
and willing candidates. Comparatively few 
are ready to profit by the advanced polytech- 
nic institute. If is thought best to provide 
within the state for these advanced students 
in technology, a more pressing duty will re- 
main for the cities that hope to become 
.centers of anew industrial life. These should 
provide for their children a high school in 
manual training, to which the graduates of 
the grammar school may go.

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MAGAZ NES AND THEIR CONTRIBUTORS 

The New Crleans Times-Democrat, animated 
by the wide and deep stream of sympathy 
that flows in every editorial bosom, has un- 
deriaken to discuss the relations that ought 
to exist between the editors of the great mag- 
azines and rejected contributions. It is a very 
delicate subject, and, our New Orleans. con- 
temporary seems to have a just appreciation 
of that fact. It relates a curious instance in 
order to justify its belief that articles are [re- 
quently returned to their writers un-read by 
magazine editors. 

Not long ago a lady sent a poem to the edi- 
tor of the Century Magazine. This poem, the 
lady informs the Times-Democrat, ‘‘had been 
previously pronounced ‘a perfect lyric’ by 
one of the great American poets.’’ The ‘‘per- 
fect lyric’? was rejected—not only rejected, 
but, as the lady believes, un- 
read. She then proceeds to con- 
vict the editors by some very substantial 
testimony. While she was rewriting the per- 
fect lyric—a lyric must be rewritten a great 
many times before it becomes perfect—an eye 
lash fell upon the paper, and instead of brush- 
ing it off, the lady concluded to leave it there, 
“just tosee whether they would read the 
piece.’’ The lyric was returned, and when 
the lady opened the paper there was her eye- 
lash undisturbed. 

The testimony is very strong, dut we dare- 


say the editors opened the paper to the extent 


of discovering the nature of its contents. 
They undoubtedly knew that it/contained 
poetry, andit may be that they went no 
further in their examination, for there is 
nothing more notorious than the fact that 
the huge safesin which the magazines store 
their accepted MSS. are loaded to the 
muzzle, so to speak, with poetry; 
and the most of it, we are sorry to say, judg- 
ing by the specimens that are spread before 
us month after month, is poetry ofa very 
indifierent sort. Asa matter of fact, ét is ex- 
scrable, and the correspondent of the Times- 
Democrat should console herself with the 
reasonable reflection that her one perfect lyr- 
ic would not materiallyelevate the standard 
of magazine poetry. 

But there are several facts which both the 
Times-Democrat and the author ofthe perfect 
lyric seem to lose sight of. In the first place, 
the relations between magazines and writers 
are business relations selely. Magazine ed- 
itors ought to know whether they want any 
more poetry without going to the trouble of 
reading all that comes to hand. In the sec- 
ond place, availability piays a more 
important part in the edito- 
rial rooms of the magazines than 
absolute literary merit. In the third place, 
the rejection of a contribution by a magazin 
editor carries with it no condemnation of th 
merit or interest of the piece.

TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE. 


The Evidence in His Favor Not so Piontifal as it Was 
a: the Lest Trini-~Trouble Gathering for 
Shields—Phe Dying Sietement of Aleek 
Joyner— Wha: Samide has to Bay. 


The trial of Romalias Shields, charged wi th 
the murder of Aleok Joyner, was resumed in 
the superior court yesterday. The day was 
spent in the examination of numerous wit- 
nesses, but the testimony was in substance the 
same as that brought out on the first trial. 
The prosecution, it may be said, made a slight. 
ly stronger case, while the defense was per- 
haps weakened. Some of the witnesses for 
Shields became considerably embarrassed 
under the cross-examination and their evi- 
dence made little or no impression on the 
spectators. Of course what the eftect on the 


jury was cannot be stated. While the prose- 
cution kept up its side, the defense was 
weakened and feeling was sather against 
Shields. At the former trial he was regarded 
more as @ persecuted man than otherwise, 
while yesterday his witnesses did not stand 
the fire of the cross-examination so well as on 
the former trial and the sywpathy of the 
Srey eee was in a great measure lost. 
Shields’s statement did not strengthin his 
case either, as it was made in an exccedingly 
rambling manner. His defense seemed to 
have lost its vitality, and those who have 
heard both trials do not hesitate to say that 
Shields was worsted by not accepting the 
first verdict. solicitor General Hill hasa 
theory that the negroes in the locality where 
Joyner was killed were primed fora fight on 
account of a disturbance which occurred 
thereabout two weeks before the killing. 
Several young men had gone down there awd 
cleaned out the row, and Solicitor General 
Hill thinks that when the Joyner party hap- 
pened along Sheilds supposed it was the same 
party back forasecond fight, and acted ac- 
cordingly. 

The most important witness examined dur- 
ing the day was Captain E.8. Gay, in whose 
office Joyner was employed prior to his death. 
After the cutting Joyner was taken to his 
room which was in the building occupied by 
Captain Gay. It was there that Captain Gay 
had a conversation with him in reference to 
the cutting. When put upon the stand Cap- 
tain Gay referred to several minor points; 
stated that he had known Joyner for five or 
six yearsand continued: 

“The first conversation I had with him was 
on the Wednesday before his death.” 

‘*What did he say?” 

‘*He began by telling me that he was cer- 
tain to die—that he could not get well. I 
urged him not to take that view of it. That 
he would bave the best of nursing and atiten- 
tion and that he would get well. But he 
looked calmly into my face, as if he would 
test my sincerity, and then said that he was 
bound to dié. I asked him if he cut the 
negro, and he said no. I asked him 
if he struck him, and he 
said no. I asked him if he had any difficulty 
with him and hesaid no. That was the end 
of the conversation. I said nothing further 
to him nor him to me.”’ 

‘‘Was he conscious at the time?’’ 

‘Perfectly so, as well as i could judge.”’ 

‘‘How long did he retain his mental facul- 
ties after that?”’ 

‘‘T could not say. The second time I saw 
him he was dying, and of course was uncon- 
scious.”’ 

A number of negroes testified as to how the 
three young men went into the alley and as 
to their actions. One of the points made was 
that Joyner had a rock in his hand. After 
the fight Officers Brooks and Justus were 
called and went to the place Of what he 
found there Officer Brooks said: 

‘‘We were standing at the corner of Hunter 
and Broad streets when a colored man cathe 
after us. Wewent to the alley and when we 
got there we found Shields complaining of a 
pain on theside of his head. He said that 
the same crowd that was there two weeks be- 
fore had come back and raised arow. With 
an oath he said: ‘I have got oneif not two.”’ 
About that time a whistle blew in the 
direction of Thompson street and Mr. Justus 
went down to see about it. Shields contin- 
ued to complain of having been hit in the 
head with arock. I carried him into a house 
where there was a light, and seeing that he 
was bleeding, 1 asked where the blood was 
coming from. I examined him, and as well 
as I remember now, it was coming from 
his left side. He was _ bleeding pretty 
freely from a stab. About that time Mr. 
Justus came back with Mr. Henry Robson 
and another young man. Mr. Robson had a 
Colt’s pistol which had not been fired. The 
young man went away, and we carried 
Shields and Mr. Robson to the stationhouse. 
Shields was locked up and Mr. Robson was 
left under the charge of the stationhouse 


keeper.”’ 

about six o'clock the defense announced 
that it would close, and Shields was put on 
the stand to make his statement. It was an 
exceedingly disconnected harrangue, and 
made little impression on those who heard it. 
He merely stated that he was leaning against 
a post at the head of the alley when Joyner 
approached him and demanded that he go 
and get a negro woman named Fannie Pul- 
lium. Shields persistently refused and Joy- 
ner assaulted him. He was reinforced by his 
friends and to save his life Shields says he 
used his knife. The case will be concluded 
to-day.
